Tile 
price it commanded was about $7.90 
m ounce 
The grower of the ear says it comes 
a result of careful breeding for 
uniformity’ of grain, shajM* of 
ear, 
traightuess of rows and filling at tip 
rid butt. The ear, IO inches in length, 
with a circumference of 1 % inches, 
says, is his ideal. 
In breeding he 
leeds ears from families that rome 
nearest his ideals, works to eliminate 
the unprofitable hills by dctassellng 
the weak and barren stalks in the odd 
rows and dct&aseling tho even rows 
to get his seed corn pollinated.
